Total appropriation for mainten- 
ance and construction on the Roads 
and Bridges System of the County 
of Hastings, amounting to approxi- 
mately $97,000, recommended by the 
Roads and Bridges Committee for thig 
year, hag been approved by the Ont.

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.SECRET ORGANIZATION 
HELPS FUGITIVES ESCAPE 


A smooth.working secret organiza- 
tion active along the entire border 
between the German occupied and 
unoccupied zoneg of France, smug- 
gling out persons unable to get per. 
mits to leave, is described by refug 
ees reaching Portugal. 

The Germans, unable to spare the 
men necessary to patrol every foot of 
the. boundary recently have started 
firing upon persons sighted escaping, 
the refugees said, and four or five 
are reported killed every week. 

Fees paid for escape range from 
nothing—-some Englishmen and wo. 
men have been slipped across the line 
free—to many thousands of francs. 

The refugees estimated there are 
twenty to thirty guides devoting 
their entire time to arranging es- 
capes, Rut this number is swelled 
by uncounted hundreds of French 
neseants who lend a hand either from 
patriotism or for financial gain. 

Stories are told of how even some 
Germans help the refugees. Here 
are typical accounts: 

An English nurse had the good for. 
tune to be brought before a German 
with whom she‘had been associated 
before the war. He tipped her off to 
the best way to flee and she escaped 
five minutes before she was due to 
be sent to an internment camp well 
away from the border. 

One of the villages bisected by 
the dividing line hag its cemetery in 
phe free zone, That fact enabled 
many to escape__until the Germans 
caught om. Sentries for months care- 
lessly wave funeral processions across 
lthe line without noting that fewer 
vehicles returned than went out. 

In other villages similarly situated 
| fugitives arriving are hidden until 
‘nightfall, then conducted across the 
fences and backyards to the other 
side of the line. 

Many farmers whose lands lie half 
in, and half out of the occupied zone 
hdve a chance to boost their income 
by making use of that situation. A 
carload of hay or farm produce looks 
linnocent enough, but may cenceal an

NINE FATALITIES 
IN THE PROVINCE 
DURING WEEK-END 


Nine fatalities were reported in 
Ontario during the week.end with 
a double drowning near Sebright tak- 
ing the lives of two Toronto men. 
Seven other persons met death from 
the following causes: automobile ac. 
cidents, a mine rock-fall, a runaway 
team cf horses, @ kick from a horse 
and a leap from a train 

The Toronto men drowned were 
Gordon Searle, 31. and Albert Tru- 
delle. 28. The accident occurred on 
Sunday when a canoe in which they 
were riding capsized in an attempt 
to shoot twin rapids on the Head Riv. 
er in Victoria County, north of Or 
fllia.

to handle. Furthermore, any excess 
can be ensiled with the regular corn 
crop. f 

To provide green corn for summer 
feeding, simply increase the acreage 
of corn grown for silage purposes. 
Use the same varieties of seed at 
the satne rate per acre. 

Oats and peas seeded at the rate 
of two bushels of oats and one-half 
to one bushel of peas per acre is also 
® combination that makes good green 
feed. This mixture is available ear- 
lier in the season than green corn. 
Start to cut when the oats are com. 


‘dng out in head and continue feeding 


until the heads are well formed and 
the straw starts to harden. Cut ma- 
terial daily to ensure fresh palatable 
feed.

GREATER NOW THAN AT | 
SAME TIME LAST YEAR| 


Loss of overseas markets has bien | 
responsible for _ substantial increase 
in the regular carry-over of apples 
in this area, according to Belleville 
orchardists who state that present 
stocks of cold storage apples are far. 
greater than at this time last year. 

At the preent time there are ap.! 
proximately 15,000 barrels of apples 
still in Trenton cold storage with 
storsge charges mounting each 
month and the market outlook far 
from bright. Apples in stock inclyde 
Delicioys, Starks and McIntosh with 
stocks of Spys becoming depleted. 

One market vendor stated that he 
could unload his entire remaining 
stock of Delicious, but at a price 
which denied any margin of profit 
beifig made and the sale would call 
for retailing them throughout the 
district.. Prospects for orchardists 
cleaning up their stocks at a profit 
were not too brigh;y according to this 
vendor who stated that ‘‘someone is 
going to lose money.’’

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IN 99 YEARS 


April just past was the warmest 
April in 99 years of Ontario history. 
The mean temperature for the month 
Was 50.5 degrees and the only April 
that has approached that average 
degrée of warmth since 1842 when 
records first were kept in 1878. The 
mean temperature that April was 49. 

Reason for the warmth of the 
month—-with a corresponding advance 
in the farming season—is a combina. 
tion of circumstances which meteor- 
ologists can reel off fast enough to 
make your head swim To the layman 
however it hoils down to something 
like this: High pressure areas from 
the Arctic have been moving east- 
ward rather than southward and the 
warm. influence of the sunny south 
has been able to penetrate these parts 
to an unaccustomed degree. 

Th warm season was established 
early and by “established’ “the ex. 
Derts explain there was a combina. 
tion of lots of sunshine and little 
moisture in the atmosphere and no 
high winds and no storms. It works 
out like this: With littlé mois. 
ture in the air the sun can shine with- 
out any cloud interference and there's 
no rain. With no rain there ig not so 
much surface moisture to be absorbed 
and so there are no clouds and the 
sun keeps on shining. It sounds 
simple. It appears that once 4 sea.

* gon starts sunny and dry, it’s likely 


to keep on that way unless a lot of 
humid air comes in to change things. 

Now tha; things have been going 
nicely for a month or more, they 


_are likely to keep on that way and 
-the meteorologists believe summer is 


here to stay. 

If you are interested in few 
statistics, here are.some: There were 
232.4 hours of sunshine during the 
month and the normal is only 183.2. 
The record April, however, was in 
1925 when there were 246.6 hours of 
sunshine, There were only 1.3 inches 
of rain the normal being 2.2 inches.

GOLDEN TEXT.—For | am 
not ashamed of the gospel: for it 
is the power of God unto salva- 
tion to every one that believeth;

THE LESSON IN ITS SETTING 

Time.—14% and 44 A.D. 

Place. —- Antioch was a great 
city of Syria, on the left bank of 
the Orontes River, 15 miles in- 
land from the Mediterranean 
Coast, in the northern extremity 
of Syria. 

In this lesson we find rich ma- 
terial for the study of Church 
growth and Christian fellowship. 
Churches spring up and grow 
where faithful preaching is car- 
ried on—~where the word of God 
‘is opened, where the Lord Jesus 
Christ is exalted, and where men 
*and women are led to believe in 
Him as their Saviour and where 
those who know the Word really 
Jabor in the Word to strengthen 
young believers. Most of those, 
it would seem, who were respon- 
sible for the founding of this (to 
be) great Church at Antioch were 
what we would call laymen, sup- 
ported by secular pursuits of life, 
but dominated by a passion for 
proclaiming Christ, 

Following Persecution 

Acts 11:19. “They therefore 
that were scattered abroad upon 
the tribulation that arose about 
Stephen.” The persecution that 
followed on the death of Stephen 
had a two-fold effect. It made 
the dispersed disciples preach 
Christ and found churches within 
Palestine and beyond Palestine. 


In our lesson the Apostle Paul 


appears preaching, and from now 
on he occupies an increasingly 
prominent and soon a dominant 
part in the history of the Chris- 
@an Church as recorded in the 
‘Acts. “Travelled as far as Phoen- 
fia, and Cyprus, and Antioch, 
speaking the word to none save 
only to Jews.” 

(The population of Antioch in- 
eluded many heterogeneous ele- 
The upper classes were 
mainly Greeks. The imperial of- 
ficials were Romans; the masses 


were Syrians. But mingling 
among these, yet preserving re- 
ligiously their distinction from 


them, were many Jews who had 
been drawn to Antioch, bringing 
along their sacred books). 

A Great Number Believed 

20, “But there were some of 
them, men of Cyprus and Cyrene, 
who, when they were come to 
Antioch, spake unto the Greeks 
also, preaching the Lord Jesua. 
Zi. And the hand of the Lord 
Was with them: and a great num- 
ber S believed turned unto. the 
Lord.” This preaching to the 
Greeks waa not a mistake, even 
though done without official 
@anction, The evident blessing 
@n their work justified these early 
evangelists, 

Barnabas in Antioch 

22. “And the report concern- 
ing them came to the eara of the 
church which was in Jerusalem: 
and they sent forth Barnabas as 


far as Antioch.” The Twelve 
gerit Barnabas who from his 
earlier treatment of Saul had 


shown himself a man full of Chria- 
tian hopefulness, to tell the Jews 
about the admission of Cornelius, 
a Gentile, to the faith, and to 
declare to the Gentiles that the 
Jerusalém Church welcomed all 
who believed that Jesus was the 
Christ. 23. “Who, when he was 
geome, and had seen the grace of 
God, was glad; and he exhorted 
them all, that with purpose of 
heart they would cleave unto the 
Lord. 24. For he was a good 
man, and full of the Holy Spirit 
and of faith: and much people 
was added unte the Lord.”

Gardening... 


\RTICLE NO. 13 


In most parts of Canada it is 


still quite possible to have a good 
vegetable garden even from seeds. 
It is not a bit too early for mel- 
mis, cucumbers, squash an d me- 
dium and = late . corn, tatoes, 
beans, carrots and beets; ith well 
started husky plants, purchased 
from the nearest seed store or 


greenhouse, one can set out a 


whole garden with tomatoes, pep- 


pers, cabbage and celery. To 
catch up with this late gardening 
it is advisable to cultivate fre- 


quently, water during dry wea- 
ther, and to hurry along with a 
few app! ications of good chemical 
fertilizer, especially rad newly 
set out plants, applied close to 
but not actually sotiching the 
planta or its roota. 
Tie Them Up 


Dahlias, tomatoes, large cosmos 
or nicotine, young shade trees, 
new climber all benefit from 


some artificial support while they 
are getting started. 

For tal! individual flowers or 
tomatoes, 6-foot stakes are advis- 
able and the plant is tied to these 
loosely with soft twine or rafia, 
Stouter and perhaps longer stakes 
will be used with shade trees and 
correspondingly shorter ones for 
the smallér flowers. With vines 
getting ready to cling to fence or 
wall, string is used or perhaps 
adhesive tape or staples where it 
is impossible to tie. 


Sweet Peas, Tomatoes 

With sweet peas and ordinary 
garden peas, one may use chicken 
wire from three feet to six feet 
high, depending how tall the peas 
grow. 

With tomatoes, dahlias, etc., 
usually wide shoots are nipped 
off, and the main stem only al- 
lowed’ to grow. 

Give Them Room 

Thinning, as any old gardener 
will confirm, is most necessary 
with vegetables, flowers and 
shrubs. Nature when left alone 
is ruthless, killing or crowding 
out the weaklings. Of the three 
to five thousand seedling pines 
that are lavishly strewn by the 
winds over an acre of land, less 
than a hundred are permitted to 
reach full maturity three-quarters 
of a century later. In gardening 
this stern but necessary example 
must be followed. If left to grow, 
crowded flowers become spindly 
and weak, easy prey for the first 


stiff wind, heavy rain or hungry 
insect. Vegetables, too, get 
spindly or woody.

BRAIN-WAVE PATTERNS

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Acute Hearing 


Assists Blind 


The So-Called “Sixth Serise” 
of Sightless People Has Been 
Discovered to Be Highly- 
Trained Sense of Hearing 


Cornell psychologists announc- 
ed last week that solution to the 
age-old mystery of what consti- 
tutes the so-called sixth sense in 
the blind which enables them to 
avoid obstacles. 

_ The discovery eliminates occult- 
ism, mysticism, and far fetched 
theories of a special “power,” and 
demonstrates that the blind avoid 


obstacles through the sense of 
hearing. 
It is believed that the discov- 


ery will not only bring hope and 
confidence to the newly-blind but’ 
also will provide techniques for 
those blind for many years which 
will enable them to obtain the 
freedom of movement now denied 
them. The Cornell findings have 
implications also for persons mov- 
ing about during blackouts which 
already have resulted in many ac- 
cidents In England. As a result 
of the new conclusions those 
blinded by accidents, or by war, 
need not resign themselves to 
utter dependence upon their 
sighted neighbors. 

In a series of carefully con- 
trolled experiments consisting of 


over 1,500 trials the three psych-- 


ologists used four subjects, two 
totally blind and ‘two with normal 
vision, The latter believed be- 
forehand that they would be in- 
capable of perceiving the presence 
of objects without vision, 

But, from the very outset, these 


subjects, who were now complete 
ly. blindfolded, were able to deteot 
the presence of an artificial walk 
which was placed in their path, 
but not nearly as soon as the 
blind subjects. 

In this series of 400 trials, with 
shoes on and also with shoes off, 
every one of the subjects ran int@ 
the wall withoutwonce detecting 
ites presence,

German Drive Against Suez 


Develops On Three Fronts 


Following the loss of the Battle 
of the Balkans, {t was generally 
recognized in military circlee that 
Britain’s strategic triangle of bases 
~—Orete, Cyprus, Alexandria—vital 
for operations in the eastern Medi- 
terranean would shortly be sub- 
jected to strong attacks hy Axis 
forces driving toward the Suez 
Canal. Last week the first major 
blowe fell when Nazi planes and 
men began to move into Syria, out- 
flanking Cyprus and contributing 
to Turkish encirclement; when 
Crete had to counter the shock of 
a Nazi alrdborne invasion; and 
when Alexandria, already threat- 
ened by the Axis thrust into Egypt. 
became the object of repeated 
bombing raids. 


The Strategic Triangle 

On the subject of the Battle of 
Crete, “Time,” May 19, had this 
to say: “If Crete should fal), the 
British position in the eastern Medi- 
would be pretty nearly 
untenable. The Briti#h would then 
have no practicable advance naval 
bases, and German bombers would 
have almost a semi-circle of* air 
bases within easy striking distance 
of the Suez Canal and of Alexan- 
Gria, the last Intact fleet base.” 
We might add that the Axis’ task 
of proceeding overland from the 
east against Suez would be con- 
siderably expedited. 


Axis Uses Syria 

Last week General Wavell was 
in a very uncomfortable position 
with regard to Syria. He had to 
watch the Germans use Syria as 
a highway to pile up forces to at- 
tack him, yet was unable to take 
decisive action without making an 
open and bloody breach with the 
French. 

Looking: at the brighter side of 
the picture, Associated Press cor- 
respontient Dewitt Mackenzie 
pointed out that the surrender of 
the Duke of Aosta with a force 
of from 25,000 to $8,000 troops in 
Ethiopia released an important 


British force to help meet the new 
Axis offensive. 


Which Way to Jump 

The biggest intangibles in the 
whole Middle . Kastern situation 
were the attitudes of Turkey, Rus- 
sia and France.

Turkey, out- 
flanked and-all but outmanoeuvred, 
was in a pretty hopeless position 
as far as helping Britain was con- 
cerned and could be counted on to 
do only what Russia advised.

War With France? 

Warnings from the head men of 
the United States of America ap- 
parently eould do nothing to turn 
France back, Petain and Darlan 
did not change their minds when 
President Roosevelt threatened a 
reversal of the former U. 8. poat- 
tion with regard to France — in 
other words, undercover war be- 
tween old friends, 

Informal War 

Awaiting President Roosevelt's 
momentous speech on United 
States’ tofeign policy, millions 
throughe(~t the world, unapprecia- 
tive of the actuality of the bellig- 
erency in which the American na- 
tion was now engaged, could not 
understand why there had net 
long ago been a formal declaration 
of war on the Axis. To those 
people, U. 8. Attorney. General 
Jackson spoke, when he sald: “Our 
statutes for a century have been 


framed with the ‘idea that war 
would begin with a gentlemanly 


and honovrable declaration of war. 
That chivalrous practice has dis- 
appeared. Wars today are fought 
and won before they are declared,
